Professor G. F. Straddling, In coa- 


tlnuatloa of his course Oh light at ths 
"Wagra«r Free Institute of 
Science, 


spoke on "The Optical Phenomena of 
the Sky," says the Philadelphia Times. 
Professor Stradllng described and ex- 
plained the rainbow, the color of the 
sky. coronas, halos and the mirage. In 
speaking of the color of the aky, h« 
said: "When light falls upon a sur- 
face -which Is large Jn comparison with 
the; wave length, all waves are reUect- 
e<5 equally. If, on the other hand, the 
fleeting surface Is small In comparison 
•with the wave length the short waves 
will he more reflected than the long 
waves. 
When sunlight falls on the 


air, which always has small particles 
suspended in it, the longer waves, the 
yellow and red, pass through and the 
shorter -waves are reflected. 
Hence 


the sky is blue by reflected light, vary- 
ing-In color with th<3 dimensions of the 
suspended particias. 
The longer the 


path of the light through the air, the 
farther towards the red end of the 
spectrum does the color of the trans- 
mitted light move. 
For this reason 


the colors at sunrise and sunset are 
so vivid. The scattering effect of par- 
ticles explains the bluish color of dis- 
tant objects, the color of the sea, the.

The following extracts from a let- 


ter writtea by Dorsey B. Croy, who left 
.his city a few months ago and start- 
ed from Columbus for the Philippines 
with the Seventeenth United Stales In- 
fantry, will be of interest to the boys 
friends here. He writes to his par- 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. E. B. Croy, of west 
Eureka street, in part as follows: 


Columbo, Ceylon, Dec. 22, 1900. 


"Will start a letter here at Ceylon. 


Suppose you received the one I sent 
you from Gibraltar. I have been off 
of the transport at every stop—Gi- 
braltar. Port Said, in Egypt, Columbo, 
Ceylon, and Singapore, India. I have 
had fruit to eat until I am almost 
tired of it. In Malta I was in the 
Chapel of Bones. The walls inside are 
made of human skulls 
and 
other 


human bones. There is a city under- 
ground there where some of the peo- 
ple never see daylight. From Port 
Said. I went to Cairo. Egypt by train 
and visited the great pyramids. The 
natives here are as black as coal and 
ail they wear is a bit of rag around 
their hips. The street cars in Port 
Said look like milk wagons and the 
tracks are only about 3 feet wide 
The cars are pulled along by mules 
and camels. This place is very dirty 
The people live ia the streets. Sues 
is a small place and very much like 
Port Said. Columbo, however, is a 
very nice city with electric cars and 
electric lights. Coconuts sell for i 
cent each, bannanas, 
20 
cents 


bunch, oranges, 2 cents a dozen, pine- 
apples. 2 for J5 cents. The latest song 
here 
is 
"Ta-ra-ra-bum-de-a." 
We 


have had line weather—not a storm— 
and I have noi been sea sick yet. Foi 
Xm.-is dinner we had roast turkey, 
cranberry sauce, potatoes, rice pud- 
ling and bread. On Christmas night 
we had a minstrel show on board the 
boat. * * * We get 
paid every 


two months and will receive $31.20 
each pay day. * 
*' * I have been 


three weeks writing this letter. We 
have just left Singapore, only SO miles 
from the equator. 1 am just getting 
up in the morning and you are just 
goinc; to bed. The sea is very rough 
today. I have sent you a few pieces 
of Ceylon money for pocket pieces. * 


* * I have arrived on the Luzon 


island and arc stationed at Dagupan. 
This is January 10th. Am feeling 
finite well and weigh 140 pounds.
